The attorneys for Birch allege 
that between the 1916 assessments and 
the 1917 assessments there is a wide 
difference. 
It was asserted that the 
Fullerton Oil Company was assessed 
for about $35.000 in 1916 and ten times 
that in 1917. 
The Birch argument is 
that the 1917 raise given other compan­ 
ies goes to show that the 1916 assess­ 
ment of the Birch company was too 
high.
